During the year 1945 there has not been any fire that has caused 
any loss of property. 


We have on hand at the present time 1800 ft. of 24% in. hose. We 
also have 350 ft. of 144 in. hose. This hose is from 4 to 10 years old 
and cannot be depended upon to give reliable service. One-third of it, 
for a guess, will probably blow the first time it is used. 


The town should have 2500 ft. of good 2% in. hose and 1000 ft. of 
1’4 in. hose. This should be sufficient hose to reach any part of the 
village.

Re: Audit of the town of Eustis 
December 31, 1943 to December 31, 1944 


The 1944 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with the 
Assessors’ records. 


The balance due from the Collector is represented by a list of un- 
paid taxes taken from the records. 


Due to the age of several of the tax accounts, it would seem advis- 
able that some action be taken to make collection and if determined to 
be uncollectible, they should be written off. 


As far as could be ascertained, all receipts were recorded and the 
cash was deposited in the bank. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized war- 
rants, supported by invoices and payrolls on file. Our test check of paid 
invoices and payrolls indicated they were proper charges and correctly 
recorded. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 


Payments recorded as received on tax liens were found to have been 
applied against the proper items. 


The records of the Town Clerk were examined and appeared to be 
in proper order. 


Two Cemetery Perpetual Care Trust Funds totaling $600.00 were 
received during the year. 


No statements ‘of financial ability were given by the local bonds- 
men who have furnished bond for the Treasurer and Tax Collector.

To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Eustis: 


This report may properly be called a Post-Victory report. We 
are glad to welcome the boys back from overseas. I hope everyone 
will pitch in and help to see the boys get jobs and a chance to complete 
their education. It seems as if a Country that was United to win the 
War could Unite to Win the Peace. 


Just a word about teachers. It was thought that with the end of 
the ‘War that there would be a lot of teachers available. Women teach- 
ers are now getting married and some of the older teachers who have 
been filling in are now taking the opportunity to retire. Inflation is 
still at work. We have been spending more and more for less and less. 
Just as long as the inflation spiral continues Teachers’ wages will con- 
tinue to follow that inflation spiral. 


The War has helped to change methods in Teaching. It has been 
shown that Use of Moving Pictures hastens the Learning process. One 
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can teach Subjects in Less time with the Use of Moving Pictures. I 
have shown some pictures. The School has bought a machine of their 
own and has been promised delivery within three months. This ma- 
chine ought to be useful to the School. 

Of course with the use of Moving Pictures one has to be sure the 
picture is related to the subject matter of the Course of Study as well 
as the Grade. Audio-Visual Education is here to stay.

We add a few more books to the School Library. The state re- 
quires us to keep up the Library. Attention is also called to the facili- 
ties of the State Library. One can get books from the State Library by 
just paying the Postage. It is required to spend $75 annually for the 
Library. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


The Government is still helping out by contributing .04 cents as 
their share of the Lunch. One of our former teachers has returned to 
the Home Economics Department.

Principal’s Report 


Members of the School Board, Mr. Irish: 


I hereby submit my 3rd annual report as Principal of this School. 

School opened last fall with comparatively few changes in the 
teaching staff. Mrs. Fotter, last year’s teacher in the 3rd and 4th grade 
room, changed into the Ist and 2nd grade room. Mrs. Libby replaced 
Mrs. Fotter in the 3rd and 4th. In the High School, Miss Burns re- 
placed Miss Moore as teacher of English and Languages while Mrs. 
Vaughan returned to take the Home Economics department vacated 
by Miss York. 

As yet there has been no School Play as there is no place that has 
suitable seating and can also pass the fire laws. 

Night School was held this fall for the benefit of the parents. I 
feel that this gives the parents a chance to visit school, at least, and if 
they wish give constructive criticism. | 

This fall various things were done and still are being done to raise 
money for a moving picture machine. The machine costs $418.50, 
which is quite an undertaking for a school of this size. Every child 
and every teacher has in some way contributed his efforts toward the 
goal. We are in hopes of getting the machine delivered within a month. 

Our Basketball teams have done very well to date. The girls are 
being coached by Mrs. Vaughan and the boys by myself. We travel 
by school bus this year which makes it very much better. 

There is, I feel, a great improvement in the gymnasium in the 
addition of the bleachers. We are able to seat over 100 people now at 
our games. 

I wish to. take this opportunity to thank you of the School Board, 
Mr. Irish, Teachers and Friends for your cooperation during this past 
year. It has been greatly appreciated.

Report of Home Economics Department 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Committee and the 
Citizens of Eustis: 


This year the Home Economics Department opened with an en- 
rollment of seventeen (17) pupils, ten (10) Seventh-Eighth grades, five 
(5) Freshmen and two (2) Juniors. Altho the classes are small much 
work is being accomplished. 


For the first half year the Foods course has been given the 
Seventh, Eighth and Freshmen classes, in which they have prepared 
and served breakfasts, luncheons and dinners. The Juniors have com- 
pleted their half year of clothing work, in which they have made a 
cotton dress, and a woolen dress. 


During the last half year the Seventh, Eighth and Freshmen will 
be sewing while the Juniors will have advanced Foods work. 


School lunches are being served this year from Christmas vaca- 
tion to Spring vacation, with a total of thirty (30) to fifty (50) children 
per day being served. 

We have new window curtains this year, which were purchased 
from the surplus of last year’s school lunch money. This year we also 
hope to add something new and needed, to our department.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


ANNUAL REPORT —EUSTIS, 1945 


With the passing of another year we pause to look back over 
our goals, those accomplished and those not yet completed. While our 
public health nursing service to your community is still in its infancy 
we are very happy to report growth. 


The smallpox and diphtheria immunization program in the school 
has not yet been held this year. This will be planned for the early 
spring, and it is hoped that many parents will take advantage of this 
protection for their children. 


Monthly visits have been made to your school. At this time it 
has been possible to have individual consultations with your teachers 
and to consider ways and means of securing optimum health for your 
children. Home visits have been made, where indicated, to discuss 
with the parents individual problems. 


Two Child Health Conferences were held this summer with the 
local committee giving very efficient service. Parents of 20 infant and 
preschool children took advantage of these conferences. Protections 
against smallpox and diphtheria were given all who requested them. 


By working in close cooperation with the doctors your nurse has 
been able to contact many of the young expectant mothers and to follow 
along with them in the care of their babies. It is a well-recognized fact 
that truly good health must begin before the cradle. 30 visits have been 
made to expectant mothers and infants. 


In many instances it has been thought advisable to continue with 
health supervision in the home for youngsters who have gone beyond 
the infant stage. 18 visits have been made to this preschool group. 


‘The Services for the Crippled Children remain available to all 
who have need of them and home visits have been made to further the 
use of these facilities. 
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Assisting in the control of communicable diseases, including tuber- 
culosis, is a very important part of the work of the public health nurse. 
Early recognition of the symptoms of these diseases 1s a very important 
factor in their control. Tuberculin testing and x-ray are the best in- 
struments for finding and preventing the development of tuberculosis. 
Syphilis and gonorrhea are other communicable diseases the erradica- 
tion of which is important to the entire community. 


The need of an active local health committee is very keenly felt. 
It is only through such an organization that the health needs and the 
aims for optimum health of a community can be adequately studied. 
The committee would serve as a sponsor for the health educational pro- 
grams for the community and as assistant and guide to the health 
nurse in her work. Through this committee the use of the local agencies 
for health projects could be coordinated. It is to this end that your 
nurse in now looking. , 


Your public health nurse wishes you to know that despite wind 
and rain, snow and ice, she is still mighty glad to have fallen in the 
little corner of Maine in which she did. She sincerely appreciates the 
interest found here in the improvement of both individual and commu- 


nity health.

Cash on deposit at the Rangeley Trust Company reconciled with 
the cash balance as reflected by the records of the Treasurer. A de- 
tailed examination. of all receipts indicated that the cash had been 
properly accounted for and deposited at the bank. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1945 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with the 
records of the Assessors. 96.7°% of the current commitment was repre- 
sented by cash collections, abatements, and discounts. 74.394 of prior 
years’ uncollected taxes was collected in cash and $75.47 was charged 
off to the Reserve for Losses. There was $173.12 outstanding in prior 
years’ taxes at December 31, 1945. The detail of taxes receivable is in 
agreement with the control account. 


TAX LIENS 
According to the records, no tax liens were taken on the 1944 ac- 
counts and nothing was received on outstanding liens during the year. 


NOTES PAYABLE 

Notes amounting to $10,000 were issued during the year of which 
$5,000 was paid by appropriations. These notes were issued to pay 
for the municipal building. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

It was voted at the annual meeting in 1946 to apply $1,710, the 
proceeds received from the sale of a schoolhouse and other town owned 
property, on the municipal building in the 1946 year. Excise tax reve- 
nue was carried forward to reduce the tax commitment in 1946. 
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NET DEFICIT \ 
A complete analysis of the changes affecting the Net Deficit may 
be found on Exhibit E of this report. 


GENERAL 

Payrolls and paid bills were on file and appeared to be reasonable 
and proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Excise tax collections were verified from the Collector’s copies. . 
There was $28.33 due the county from excise taxes collected from resi- 
dents of unorganized territories. 

$700, representing the principal of the cemetery perpetual care 
funds, was on deposit with the Rangeley Trust Company. It was noted 
that no interest had been credited to these accounts since the original 
deposits had been made. 

It was also noted that no statements of financial ability had been 
filed by local sureties on the bonds of the Tax Collector and Treasurer.

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To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Eustis: 


We are very fortunate this year in having some local teachers who 
have kept the Schools going in good shape. If it had not been for 
these local teachers some of the rooms would have remained closed. 
All Honor to these Public Spirited teachers. There are only ‘about 
one fourth of the teachers graduating from the Normal School as be- 
fore the War. There are only about nine teachers graduating from 
Farmington Normal this year. Some: of these are on leave from their 
Towns. There are now in the Legislature bills to establish a higher 
minimum wage for Teachers. California has established a minimum 
wage of $2,400 for School teachers. 


Among the reasons why women do not go into teaching is the low 
pay, Sub-standard pensions, and lack of “academic Freedom”. We 
expected to get also more new cars, more refrigerators, more ranges, 
etc. 

It seems as if the State should pay a Higher rate of Tuition for 
those pupils who attend our School from the unorganized Towns. A 
per cost per capita would be about right. 


SCHOOL BUS 


The School Bus is about 12 years old and it is a question just how 
long it can be run without a wheel coming off or something. 


WAR VETERANS 


Most of the War Veterans are back and going back into com- 
munity life and continuing School etc. It seems good to see them. 


SCHOOL BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 
School Books and Supplies are now about 40 per cent higher than 
they were before the war. It takes more money for books or you just 
have to buy one-half as many books and supplies. It is poor economy 
to go without books and supplies. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


There were not enough teachers to go around who had Home 
Economics Training. Therefore we had to go without a teacher as 
well as our regular Hot Lunch. 
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SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The State requires $75 annually to be raised for the Library and 
it also requires $75 be raised for the Laboratory each year. 


CONSIDERING THE FACT THAT WE HAVE BEEN ABLE 
BO GET OUR LOCAL PEOPLE TO: HELP OUT TEACHING 
THIS YEAR IT HAS BEEN A RATHER GOOD YEAR. I ALSO 
WISH TO THANK THE SCHOOL BOARD AND OTHER TOWN 
OFFICIALS WHO HAVE CONTRIBUTED. THE SCHOOLS 
HAVE TO GO ON EVEN IF INFLATION HAS BEEN AT WORK.

Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Eustis: 


I hereby submit my report as Principal of Stratton High School. 

The school year opened September 3rd with an enrollment in the 
high school of 38 pupils. Since that time 6 have left school or trans- 
ferred to other schools and 2 new pupils have come into the school. 
The makeup of the school at the present time consists of 9 Seniors, 3 
Juniors, 6 Sophomores, 16 Freshmen—a total of 34 at the present 
writing. 

Only two of the teachers from last year returned this fall, namely, 
Mrs. Libby in the 3rd and 4th grades and Mrs. Kelley in the 5th and 
6th grades. The other teachers are Mrs. Pennell, assistant in the high 
school, Mr. Corkum in the 7th and 8th grades, and Mrs. Sampson ia 
the Ist and 2nd grades. Mrs. Haggan taught the Ist and 2nd grades 
for the first part of the school year. I feel that all of the teachers are 
doing very good work and that we are fortunate, in this period of 
. teacher shortage, to have as experienced a staff of teachers. 

Due to the teacher shortage we are without a Home Economics 
teacher this year. We feel this loss not only because we are unable to 
offer this course of instruction to the girls but also, at this time of year 
when we most need it, we are without a hot lunch program for the 
pupils who come from out of town. I would appreciate any sugges- 
tions from interested parents as to a remedy for this situation. 

During the fall term the following activities were engaged in by 
the various classes: Freshman Initiation, Senior Fair, Box Social and 
Dance by the Juniors and Seniors, Freshman Scavenger Hunt. From 
the sale of the publications of the Crowell-Collier Publishing Company 
the school realized the sum of $77.30. 

The Home Economics room has been used by the grades as a 
projection room for movies: During the winter term I expect that we 
shall show several movies to the high school students and hope that 
any parents who wish to attend will do so. 

My records show that during the fall term I had one parent visit 
my classes. I know from past experience as a teacher in the Stratton 


schools that few parents visit school, especially High School. I know 
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that the parents have an interest in the schools as evidenced by the fine 
support of all school activities. I do wish that more would attempt 
to visit the schools that they may observe the progress of their children 
and the work of the teachers as well. 

We are at present in the midst of the basketball season. I feel 
that we are fortunate in obtaining Mr. Corkum as coach of High 
School athletics. He is well versed in the rudiments of the game and 
is doing a very capable job. At the present time the boys have won 
three games and lost two while the girls have won three and lost one. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the teachers, School 
Committe, and Mr. Irish for their help and cooperation at all times and 
to the Citizens of Eustis for their support of the schools and_ school 
activities. |

Report of Public Health Nurse 


ANNUAL REPORT — EUSTIS, 1946 


The past year has been a very encouraging one to your public 
health nurse. The organization of the Mount Bigelow Health Council 
under the leadership of its president, Mrs. Marion Hatch, has been a 
most hopeful indication of the awareness of the Stratton citizens to 
their responsibility for community health. The Council promises to 
give momentum to all phases of public health work in Stratton. At 
the first meeting in April plans for organization were made and in May 
officers were elected and the by-laws were accepted. 

The Council was active throughout the summer with the Child 
Health Conferences under the chairmanship of Mrs. Lucille Kelley. 
Transportation was secured by the chairman of this committee, Mrs. 
Margaret Scribner; this made possible a larger attendance of children. 
Immunizations for whooping cough, diphtheria and smallpox were 
offered. One or all of these were requested for most of the children 
who had not previously been immunized. 
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In the Fall the Council sponsored a program for the public. At 
this meeting a film was shown describing the Health Department; and 
the State Director of Public Health Nurses spoke of the work as it per- 
tained to Stratton. 

In order to distribute more. evenly the work of the public health 
nurse throughout the whole community it has been necessary to plan 
the school program with care. Routine conferences are held with the 
teachers at which time health problems are referred and good health 
practices for the school children are discussed. ‘Thirteen home visits 
have been made where indicated to advise, encourage and help plan 
for necessary corrections and healthful living. 

The work with expectant mothers, new mothers, infants and pre- 
school children continues to be a challenging part of the work of your 
public health’ nurse. Twenty-cight home visits have been made to 
these. various groups. . 

The facilities of the crippled children’s clinics and the pediatric 
diagnostic clinics were offered through referral of your family physician 
to those of your children who might benefit from them. These have 
been used and appreciated by the families concerned. 

One of the activities of your nurse has been concerned with the 
communicable disease control program. The immunization clinics in 
the school were carried on during the spring. Alertness of all persons 
concerning early signs of disease and proper isolation techniques in 
their control are extremely important. 

It is expected that during the coming year Stratton will go on to 
a larger and fuller health program under the guidance of its Health 
Council. 

I wish I could thank individually each person who has helped to 
make this year one of growth.

An examination has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Eustis for the municipal year ended December 31, 1947. 
As a result of this examination, the attached Comparative Balance 
Sheet and Statement of Operations were prepared. It is our opinion 
that these statements fairly present the financial position of the Town 
at December 31, 1947, and the result of its operations for the year then 
ended. 


CASH 


An analysis was made of the receipts as written by the Treasurer 
and the bank deposits. From this analysis, it was ascertained that all 
monies recorded as received had been promptly deposited in the bank. 
The warrants were reviewed to determine that all had been paid in 
full. The postings of the receipts and warrants were checked in detail. 


The cash balance of $9,320.98 as reflected by the records of the 
Treasurer was reconciled with the December 31, 1947 bank statement 
of the Rangeley Trust Company, Rangeley, Maine, as follows:

A request for verification of the deposits in transit has been mailed 
to the bank. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


There were accounts receivable totaling $507.35 at the close of the 
municipal year. As these accounts were considered to be collectible, 
no reserve for losses was established. Complete detail may be found 


on Schedule A-1. 
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TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The tax commitment book was added to verify the warrant of 
commitment. The total 1947 assessment charged to the Collector was 
accounted for as follows:

Prior years’ taxes receivable were reduced by $222.33 as a result 
of cash collections and abatements during the year. Complete detail 
of the taxes receivable may be found on Schedule A-10 and A-11. 

It was noted that the uncollected 1947 taxes assessed against real 
estate had not been secured by tax liens or tax deeds. 


TAX LIENS 

The tax liens were reduced by $61.95 as a result of cash collections 
during the year under review. This left a balance outstanding at the 
end of the year of $102.97. The detail comprising this balance may be 
found on Schedule A-3. 


MORTGAGE RECEIVABLE 
Cash payments on account of the mortgage eens totaled 


$112.00 for the year. This left a balance outstanding of $176.00. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
The accounts payable at December 31, 1947, represented by excise 
tax collections due Franklin County, amounted to $23.61. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

The deferred revenue is represented by 1947 excise tax collections 
of $1,494.11 and 1948 excise tax collections of $368.79. These items 
are deferred as to disposition pending a vote at the annual town meet- 


ing. 


DEFICIT 
The deficit of the Town is made up of the following: 
Appropriated Surplus $1,950.14 


Net Deficit 5,440.24 


Deficit $3,490.10 
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The Appropriated Surplus represents the net unexpended _bal- 
ances of the appropriation accounts which have been carried forward 
to the ensuing year. The detail of these balances may be found on 
Exhibit D. 

The Net Deficit represents the excess of the liabilities over the 
assets. The Net Deficit was decreased by $1,251.21 during the year 
under review. The principal factor contributing to this decrease was 
the payment of the note payable of $1,000.00 from an appropriation 
made at the annual town meeting. A complete analysis of the change 


in Net Deficit may be found on Exhibit E.

Interest totaling $821.29 which is 6% of $13,688.14, the amount 
due from the General Fund, was appropriated at the annual town 
meeting. 

The Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds totaling $700.00 are repre- 
sented by savings accounts. Book No. 2367, Rangeley Trust Company, 
which represents $100.00 of the funds, has been lost. No interest has 
been added to any of these accounts for several years. 


GENERAL 

The excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Vouchers and payrolls were test checked to the extent deemed 
necessary. This test check indicated that the charges were reasonable 
and proper and that they had been posted to the correct accounts. 

Corporate surety bonds were found for the Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Road Commissioner, and Excise Tax Collector. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

It is recommended that: 

The Tax Collector procure duplicate pre-numbered receipts to be 
used for the collection of taxes. 
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The passbooks representing the savings accounts of the several 
Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds be presented to the bank to have the 
interest added. 


A new passbook be acquired to replace the one lost.

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To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of the town of 
Eustis: 


On account of the inflation is has been necessary to pay more for 
everything that goes to make up the cost of education. Teachers won’t 
go to Normal School and spend several thousand dollars if they know 
they will become the economic “Poor Relation” of the community. 
Teachers do not desire to contribute to the inflationary spiral since no 
one knows better than they how little a dollar is worth. However, 
now that it has become known that “a third round of wage increases” 
is being sought they expect to maintain their purchasing power. Their 
present salaries do not purchase as much as in 1941. 


Since there are only about 25 teachers graduating from Farming- 
ton Normal School there will not be enough Normal teachers to go 
around. 


I doubt if any busy woman has the time to teach her own children 
in the kitchen of her home. However, that is just what will happen 
unless a living wage is paid. 


Teachers from outside who come to Stratton expect a rent and if 
not available they accept a job elsewhere. Several towns have solved 
their teacher problem by purchasing houses and renting them to their 
teachers. 


We were fortunate in having Mrs. Vaughn back as a Home 
Economics teacher as otherwise the department would have had to 
remain closed. Since this year the Town appropriated some money 
for Hot Lunch the experiment has been tried of setting up some 
tables in the Gymnasium. This seems more like eating at home. 


We have been fortunate in having local teachers enough to fill 
most of the positions. Teachers from outside are not available without . 
rents and unless high wages are paid. 


The Town this year was able to get a higher tuition rate from 
the State on account of the pupils in the Unorganized Towns. They 
should pay the per capita cost. 


Most towns have what is called a single salary wage scale. High 
and Elementary teachers get the same provided they have the same 
number of years of education beyond the High School. Most wage 
scales are based on the number of years of education the teacher has. 
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The State Aid is based on how many years of education the teacher 


has. 


SCHOOL BUS 


The School Bus is now 13 years old. Personally I don’t think such 
an old bus is safe for children to ride in. 


SCHOOL BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Arithmetic paper which was .20 cts in 1943 is now .45 cts. Com- 
position paper which was .40 cts. is now .65 cts. Drawing paper 
which was $1.00 is now $1.95. Books have gone up in the same 
proportion. 


HOT LUNCH 


Now that we have our teacher back we have a Hot Lunch again. 
If the Teacher had not come back we would not have had a Hot Lunch 
or a Home Economics Department. There are still not enough Home 
Economics Teachers. 


SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The State requires $75 annually to be raised for the Library and 
also $75 for the Laboratory. 

The Financial support from the Town has been good the past 
year. If you can keep it up you are assured of good schools. Without 
the money to keep up with the spiral of inflation some grades will 
have to remain closed. Local teachers will have to supply most of 
the positions. Rents or boarding places will have to be provided. for 
any out of town teachers. The first thing a teacher asks is there a 
good rent available, or satisfactory boarding place.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Eustis: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Principal of Stratton 
High School. 

The school year opened on September 8th, a week later than 
planned, due to repair work being done on the building. The High 
School enrollment has dropped this year, being 28 at the present time 
as compared to 34 last year. There are at present 3 Seniors, 6 Juniors, 
10 Sophomores, and 9 Freshmen. 


We have a full teaching staff this year being fortunate in securing 
Mrs. Vaughan as Home Economics teacher. Not only does this enable 
us to offer to the girls of the High School and 7th and 8th grades this 
course of instruction, which should prove to be of much benefit to 
them, but we shall also be able to resume the hot lunch program. 
Of the total school enrollment, 107 at the present time, 47 are pupils 
who come from out of town. This is, of course, the group for which 
the hot lunch program is set up and they are the ones who need it 
most. 

The remainder of the teaching staff was, at the beginning of the 
year, the same as last year namely, Mrs. Pennell, assistant in the High 
School; Mr. Corkum, 7th and 8th grades; Mrs. Kelley, 5th and 6th 
grades; Mrs. Libby, 3rd and 4th grades; and Mrs. Sampson, Ist and 
2nd grades. We regret that Mrs. Sampson was forced to leave us a 
short time ago due to ill health. She was an able and conscientious 
teacher, well liked by pupils, teachers, and townspeople. I feel that 
we were fortunate in being able to get Mrs. Kennedy, an experienced 
teacher, to take her place. 


Our facilities for playground activities have been much improved 
this year. We now have a merry go round, swings, outdoor basketball 
court, giant strides, and a tennis court. I wish to thank the Eustis 
Recreational Committee which purchased the merry go round, tennis 
equipment, and giant strides, and the citizens whose contributions 
made possible this worth while project. I also wish to express my 
appreciation to Mr. Corkum, Mr. Kelley, and Mr. Pennell, who gave 
so freely of their time and effort to set up these playground units. We 
also have new basketball backboards and mats in the gymnasium. 

Because of the fact that we were unable to use the gymnasium 
during the first part of the fall term we did not have a school fair. 
We did have a Freshman initiation and a box social was given by the 
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girls’ basketball squad for the purpose of raising money to purchase 
new uniforms. Our proceeds from the sale of the Crowell Collier 
publications were $68.99. Following the Christmas recess our basket- 
ball season will get under way. Mrs. Vaughan and Mr. Corkum are 
coaching the girls’ and boys’ teams. I believe that our teams will, as 
in past years, be a creda to the School and the community. We are 
to use the school bus this year for transportation to games away from 
home, an improvement I believe over the system in use last year. 

I wish to thank Mr. I[rish, the teachers, members of the School 
Committee, and townspeople for their cooperation.

An examination has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Eustis for the municipal year ended December 31, 1948. 
As a result of this examination, the accompanying comparative balance 
sheet and statement of operations were prepared. It is believed that 
these statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at 


December 31, 1948 and the result of its operations for the year then 
ended. 


CASH 


The cash receipts as recorded were checked in detail. All monies 
receipted for were deposited promptly. All expenditures were made 
by check from properly authorized warrants. 


The cash balance of $10,863.20 was represented by cash in the 
bank of $10,863.10 and cash on hand $.10. The check book balance 


was reconciled with the depository and found to be correctly stated.

There were accounts receivable totaling $631.30 at the close of the 
municipal year.

TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1948 tax commitment book was added, checked and reconciled 
with the Assessors’ Valuation Book. Approximately 9414°% of the com- 
mitment was collected or abated. The tax collector’s cash sheets were 
checked in detail to the commitment book and it was determined that 
taxes unpaid totaled $2,082.86. Taxes paid and omitted from the 
cash sheets in the amount of $52.00 were setup as due from the Tax 
Collector. 


All transactions affecting prior years’ taxes were checked in detail. 
Unpaid taxes totalling $909.37 were listed. During the course of this 
examination, it was noted that the Tax Collector did not secure the un- 
paid 1947 real estate taxes by tax liens or deeds.

The Fire Department now consists of 15 members, drills and meet- 
ings are held once a month. New equipment, hose and ladders have 
been added and a hose drying rack put in and a new roof put on the 
fire house. 

There have been 4 alarm fires in town, 4 chimney fires, 3 outside 
calls, 7 grass and woods fires, 5 calls to the town dump and 9 meetings 
for the year ending December 31st. 

As you all know the town is growing and’ both trucks are growing 
old, the pumper will have to be replaced sometime in the future and I 
would recommend the Town appropriate a sum of money this year 
toward a new pumper and tank truck, to be known as the Fire Truck 
Fund. 

I want to thank the Firemen for their cooperation at all times in 
cleaning up the fire station and for their efforts to be at the drills and 
meetings. 

I would recommend the appropriation of $1,500.00 for Fire Pro- 
tection which would include the Firemen’s pay and $1,000 for a new 
Fire Truck Fund.

To the Members of the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Eustis: 


It has been a great pleasure for me to come back to this section as 
Superintendent of Schools. It has been nice to see again familiar faces 
and places, and to form many new friendships. Everywhere I have 
received full cooperation and I’m looking forward with anticipation to 
assisting in providing a good educational program for the boys and 
girls of Stratton and Eustis. 


I don’t think I need to elaborate on the fact that there is still a 
shortage of teachers and that costs are high. I think that we are very 
fortunate to have the fine staff of certified teachers which we have. I 
was very much in hopes that we could find a home economics teacher 
for this year but every possibility failed. This course, I know, has been 
very popular and I have the greatest of hopes for having a teacher next 


fall. 


We have recently made some improvements in the home economics 
room. Two apartment size gas ranges have been installed and I was 
able to get the loan of an electric refrigerator through the lunch pro- 
gram. These make the room more attractive and were very much 
needed. I hope that before next fall we can make more improvements. 


Before I mention anything further, I want to say that I think we 
were very fortunate in getting Mrs. Scribner to look after the lunch 
program this year. She has taken a great deal of interest in it and is 
doing a splendid job. I think that the lunch program is a necessity, 
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and especially so, during the winter months. This year we have also 
instituted a milk program of which many children are taking ad- 
vantage. We get a 2c Federal subsidy on each % pint bottle of milk. 
Pasteurized milk is required. 


I think that our greatest concern at present is the need for repairs. 
Both the outside and the inside of the building need painting badly. 
New window shades have been ordered to replace those which are 
worn out. We need some sort of a closet in which we can store food. 
Work needs to be done on the front doors, the univents need over- 
hauling, and there are many other smaller things which need attention. 


The community has done a splendid job in providing playground 
equipment. It isn’t very often that one sees such a nice set-up in a 
small town. 


The school isn’t overcrowded. I wish we had more pupils in some 
instances. This school should take care of your needs for some time. 
Many, many other towns have classrooms filled to capacity now and 
have prospects of still larger enrollments. Those places are facing 
tremendous expenditures for new buildings. Here, we are fortunate, 
our problem is to get the building in good repair, keep it that way, 
and to make the best possible use of it. 


After very careful deliberation with the school committee and con- 
sultations with Mr. Berry, I submit the following request for. appro- 
priations. Please note that there was an overdraft of $534.46 on the 
repair account last year. This has to be paid out of this year’s appro- 
priation.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Eustis: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Principal of Stratton 
High School. 

The Fall term of 15 weeks opened on September 7th with an en- 
rollment of 28 in the High School. At the present time the High 
School is composed of 5 Seniors, 7 Juniors, 7 Sophomores, and 8 Fresh- 
men, an enrollment of 27. 

The only change in our teaching staff this year is Mr. Badger who 
replaced Mr. Corkum as athletic coach and 7th and 8th grade teacher. 
Mr. Corkum is now Principal of Freeport Grammar School. We do 
not have a Home Economics teacher this year. The remainder of the 
staff is the same as last year namely, Mrs. Pennell, assistant in the High 
School; Mrs. Kelley, 5th and 6th grades: Mrs. Stevens, 3rd and 4th 
grades; and Mrs. Kennedy, Ist and 2nd grades. 

We are fortunate this year to be able to put on a hot lunch pro- 
gram under the capable direction of Mrs. Effie Scribner. We are 
serving two types of lunches, type A for 13 cents includes milk, while 
type B for 10 cents does not. We also have a recess milk program 
which offers milk to those who wish it at that time. These lunches 
are not meant to take the place of the full meal which the child would 
get if at home but are prepared for the benefit of the bus students who 
would be unable to get any hot dish otherwise. We are feeding many 
of the pupils who live in town and are glad to do so as long as our 
rather limited quarters will allow. My records for the month of 
January show that the smallest number served on any day was 60 
while the largest number served was 73. The total enrollment of the 
whole school system is at the present time 117 so you can see by a 
comparison of these figures how popular the hot lunch program is. 

During the Fall term our list of High School activities included 
the Freshman Initiation, Senior Play, Hunter’s Ball, Pie Social, Box 
Social, Freshman Rummage Sale, and School Fair. Our proceeds from 
the sale of Crowell Collier publications this year was $80.78. 

With the erection, in the spring, of teeter boards our playground 
unit will be quite complete. If the parents could see the constant use 
which this equipment undergoes they would agree with me I think in 
saying that this was money well spent.

We have nearly finished our schedule of basketball games at the 
present writing. While it may seem, from the viewpoint of games won, 
that ours has not been a successful season, I feel that the teams that 
have represented the school have done very well. When we consider 
the small number in our student body and the small athletic squads 
that result, I feel that we do remarkably well in competition against 
the other schools of the county.

To the Members of the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Eustis: 


It is with a feeling of satisfaction that I begin writing my second 
annual report for the Town of Eustis. This past year has been a very 
pleasant one for me and I believe we have made splendid progress. 
A new school bus has been purchased, the outside of the schoolhouse 
painted, improvements have been made in the home economics room, 
and the home economics course has been revived. It was necessary to 
employ an additional teacher; a sub-primary was added; the children 
from Flagstaff and Dead River cared for; and although we had an 
unexpected loss in the State subsidy, we have kept well within our 


budget. 


Three new teachers were added to our staff this year. Robert 
Badger having resigned, Paul Chantal, a graduate of the University of 
Maine, was elected to teach grade 7 and 8 and coach. Miss Shirley 
Abbott, a graduate of the Home Economics Course in Farmington 
State Teachers College, was elected to teach home economics, and Miss 
Marion Cirone, who attended Washington State Normal School, was 
elected to teach grades 1 and 2. All seem to be fitting in well and 
giving very satisfactory service. 

The citizens of Stratton and Eustis should be very grateful to the 
people of Flagstaff for the supplies and equipment which they gave 
to the school this last fall. Mr. Ricker and I got some fine things 
over there which will be very useful and will help to improve the school. 

Our hot lunch program has expanded this year and much credit 
for its success should be given to Mrs. Effie Scribner. There is a great 
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deal of work in handling this program under the present physcial set 
up. it is a wonderful thing for the children and I hope that sometime 
soon conditions will be such that it can be continued throughout the 
school year. Before this could be done however, it would be necessary to 
have another room and more facilities. Making some other arrange- 
ments for seating space at the basketball games with either fold-away 
or temporary bleachers would be a possibility for improving the hot 
lunch facilities. At the present day costs of school buildings (estimated 
at 50c per cu. ft.) we are at present using $2,536 worth of space to 
store permanent bleachers between basketball games. This is expensive 
storage and we could put this space to much better use. 


I have checked on the number of births during the past six years, 
and also the present enrollments by classes. Unless we have some 
unforeseen influx of children, I cannot see wherein the change in school 
enrollment will cause us too great concern. The present room which 
we are using for grade 7 and 8 will be too small for any combination 
of the present 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 grades, but I believe there will be some 
way to cope with the situation. 

I hope very much to be able to paint the inside walls, do some work 
on the floors, and make other minor changes during this coming 
summer. There is also a new appliance which we may need to have 
installed in at least some of the univents. The heat in some of the back 
rooms is uncertain, and airstream thermostats installed in the air mixing 
chamber have been recommended. 

. Some new wall cabinets need to be purchased along with working 
units for the home economics room. It is very difficult to keep things 
clean when they are stored on curtained shelves. Also a new duplicator 
is badly needed. 

The citizens of Stratton and Eustis have a right to feel proud of 
their school. With a paint job on the inside this year it will be in 
excellent repair. The type of heating system you have, movable seats, 
separate toilets for each room, and a fine playground are features for 
which many other towns are still striving. It is very apparent that you 
have long recognized that the best investment you can make in the 
future of your community and America is in the education of your 


children. 


After a careful study with the Superintending School Committee to 
determine our needs for this coming year, I recommended that the 
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following amounts be raised and appropriated. These amounts total 
$14,856.26, or $2,380.54 less than was raised for schools last year.

New Equipment 400 00 


I would like to express my appreciation to all those who have 
helped to make this a pleasant and successful year.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Eustis: 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Principal of Stratton 
High School. 


The Fall term of 15 weeks 2 days opened on September 6th and 
closed on December 20th. Due to the addition of a Subprimary and 
the influx of pupils from Flagstaff and Dead River the building has 
at times, especially in the grades, been filled to near capacity. At the 
present time there are 154 enrolled in the school system. This is 
broken down by rooms as follows: High School 27; 7th and 8th 
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grades 20; 5th and 6th grades 26; 3rd and 4th grades 29; Ist and 2nd 
grades 30; Subprimary and Ist 22. 

The addition of the Subprimary necessitated the removal of the 
7th and 8th grades to the upper floor, occupying the room which was 
formerly the English room and moving the latter to the Laboratory. 
Mr. Chantal, a graduate of the University of Maine, is the 7th and 8th 
grade teacher replacing Mr. Badger who resigned at the close of the 
school year. Miss Cirone, from Washington State Normal School, is 
teaching grades 1 and 2. Miss Abbott, a graduate of Farmington State 
Teachers College, is the Home Economics teacher. The remainder of 
the teaching staff is the same as last year namely, Mrs Pennell, assistant 
in High School; Mrs. Kelley, grades 5 and 6; Mrs. Stevens, grades 
3 and 4; Mrs. Kennedy, who is this year teaching the Subprimary and 
grade 1. Roy Stevens has replaced Mr. Myers as janitor and also is 
the driver of the school bus. 

During the Fall term the customary Freshman initiation was held 
and the High School play was presented. From the sale of Crowell 
Collier publications the school realized the amount of $134.12 which 
will be used to defray the cost of new basketball suits for the boys and 
girls teams. Before the Xmas holidays the grades put on an excellent 
program which was well patronized. We expect to have the school 
fair some time in April. In an effort to revive interest in Public 
Speaking we are going to have a contest for which the members of the 
High School are already at work. The Juniors and Seniors are to 
participate in an essay contest sponsored by the American Legion 
Auxiliary. ; 

A Safety Patrol program has been instituted this year. This was 
made possible through the interest and support of the American Legion 
Auxiliary, that organization having presented to the school the 
necessary equipment. Boys from 5th through the 8th grades have 
served on this patrol and have done very well in guiding the younger 
children on their way home. This has proved especially worthwhile 
for the Subprimary and grade 1 group which gets out of school at 
eleven o'clock. 

The basketball teams this year are coached by Mr. Chantal and 
Miss Abbott. I feel that our teams do very well, handicapped as we 
are by small squads. I am grateful to the townspeople for their fine 
attendance at our games not only from the financial viewpoint but also 
because it shows the interest the people have in our teams. 

Our hot lunch program has been in progress since Thanksgiving 
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time under the capable direction of Mrs. Effie Scribner. Because of 
lack of space and dishes we are unable to feed all who might like 
to eat. That is why we felt forced to limit the lunches to bus pupils 
and those from the farthest parts of town. This program, as I have 
stated before, is primarily for the benefit of the bus pupils who do not 
have an opportunity otherwise of getting a hot meal at noon. 

I am grateful for the cooperation and interest shown by the 
Citizens, Superintendent, School Committee, Teachers and Pupils.
